Report of Superintendent 


Members of the School Board and Citizens of the Town of 
Groton: 


I submit, herewith, my annual report of the conditions ex- 
isting in the schools of the Town of Groton. 


TEACHERS 


This year we have four elementary teachers in the village 
school. Although the enrollment in the elementary school has 
dropped below one hundred the teachers still have plenty to do. 
Since the teacher shortage is still very serious we are fortunate 
to have so many teachers return. 


Due to the loss of both Mr. Frazer and Mr. Fletcher it was 
thought necessary to secure a man for the principalship of the 
high school. Mr. Schuyler Cornthwaite, who had been teaching 
in the Tilton School, in Tilton, N. H., was secured. Miss Pauline 
Fitch, a graduate of the University of Vermont, replaced Mrs. 
Welch in the Home Economics Department. 


At Westville, Miss Cora Kennedy replaced Miss Dorothy 
Longmoore. 


_In recent years fewer girls from Groton have been taking 
up teacher training. If a greater number of high school grad- — 
uates do not take up teacher training very soon, the present 
shortage of teachers will continue for four or five years. 


AGRICULTURE, HOME ECONOMICS and COMMERCIAL 


The Agriculture and Shop Work Course had to be given 
up this year because of the loss of Mr. Frazer to the armed 
forces. No other teacher was available. However a few teach-. 
ers are being released by the army and we hope to have this 
course again next year. 


In order to offer the boys something to replace this course 
World History, World Geography and Boys’ Home Economics 
have been offered. 


Most of the high school girls are taking dawanteee of the 
Home Economics Course. Miss Fitch is putting on a Hot Lunch 
program with the help of Mrs. Haskell. A large number of pupils 
enjoy this Hot Lunch which helps to keep the pupils in better 
health. However, at the present price of food, it is very diffi- 
cult to finance this program and charge the pupils such a small 
amount. 
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In the Commercial Course Miss Garvin has two groups tak- 
ing Typing. There is also a class in Commercial Arithmetic. 


STATE AID 


Regular state aid this year is $4,879.04 compared with $3,- 
663.01 last year. | 


_.. The increase was provided by action of the Legislature. This 
increase has made it possible to increase teachers’ salaries. The 
Legislature also set $1,000 as the minimum salary that can be 
paid elementary teachers. 


In addition $513 will be received on account of Home Eco- 
nomics for the present school year. ie 


REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS 


Because of other expenses this year not many repairs have 
been made. The Second Primary Room needs to be painted. 
Also the study hall in the high school. A small office for the 
principal is badly needed. This could be made at small expense 
by using part of the Typing Room. 


New fluorescent lights have been installed in the study hall 
of the high school. The money secured by the school in the 
scrap drives was used to pay for these. The Directors paid for 
the installation. Better artificial lighting is needed throughout 
the building. 


Additional desks have been secured for the high school. 
At Westville the teacher and community have raised $176 
to be used in putting running water in the school. 


ACTIVITIES 


The high school is again carrying out a full schedule of 
athletic activities. Mr. Puffer coached the baseball team this 
Fall. The boys had a very good team. The basketball team, 
coached by Mr. Cornthwaite, is also making a good record. Miss 
Fitch is coaching the girls’ basketball. 


Social activities are being carried on. The Mothers’ and 
Daughters’ Banquet is an annual affair. Religious instruction 
is being given in all grades through the high school. 


A P. T. A. has been organized and is working to bring about 
a better understanding of school problems. 
ENROLLMENT AND ATTENDANCE

The total enrollment is seventeen less than last year. The 


high school enrollment increased seventeen but the elementary | 


enrellment decreased. 


There were eleven high school tuition pupils enrolled for the 
Fall term—all from Ryegate. There is one elementary tuition 
pupil from Ryegate. 


Now that the war is over an effort is being made to have 
better attendance by high school pupils. There should be fewer 
requests to keep pupils out.to work. We hope that parents will 
cooperate with the school and will not ask to have pupils excus- 
ed unless absolutely necessary. 


HEALTH 


The teachers have tested the vision of the school children. 
Eleven children seemed to have some defects. The superinten- 
dent tested the hearing with an audiometer. This is a fairly ac- 
curate test. Twelve pupils appeared to have some hearing de- 
fect. The important thing is to have something done about this. . 
Some glasses have already been secured. 


As a result of the war nearly everyone realizes the impor- 
tance of good health. There should be state aid to encourage 
towns to secure a district nurse. The school children in Groton — 
should have all the health services that children in other parts 
of the state enjoy. 


CLOTHING EDUCATION 


The nearee! in Clothing Education under the sponsorship of 
the Sloan Foundation is being continued. New instructional ma- 
terial is being prepared and sent to the school. The children 
are getting valuable information and are forming desirable hab- 
its.
